2„ About 50 to 60 aircraft of the described type were 
parked at the field between 11 a.m 0 and 1 p.m. on 
9 January 1950. Three planes with the following 
particulars ?;ere parked near the road: Straight 
wings, antenna rod about mid-cockpit whereas most 
of the planes had the antenna rod forward of cockpit. 
The fígures 1, 20, and 26 were painted on the rudder 
assembly. 


3. Some of the hangars were open. Kost of the planes were 
covered with tarpaulins. There was no flying. Two 
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U -2 blplanes landed. at the field at about 1 p.m. 


4. a. íï o flying nas done at the field on 9 January 1950 
Sixty-two planes covered nith tarpaulins v;ere counted 
in front of the hangars on the south edge. There could, 
however, be 20 more planes at the fleld. 

Description: Tvjo-soat lon-vving monoplanes, in-line 
engine , armament mounted at trailing edge of cockpit, 
antenna rod at leading edge of high, mounted coekpit, 
three-bladed propeller. Nine planes, dispersed among 
others, had yellovv propeller hubs. 

h„ Six aircraft whose type could not be determined 
v;ere parked in thc eastern section of the field. Ho 
railitary aetivity was observed.
